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PROFILE  :  EDWARD  HI,  King  of  England  1327-1377. 

Edward  was  only  fifteen  years  of  age  when  he  came  to  the  throne  and  for  the  first  three 
years  of  his  reign  the  administration  of  the  country  was  in  the  hands  of  Isabella,  the  queen 
mother,  and  her  favourite,  Roger  Mortimer.  The  young  king,  however,  was  of  independent 
vigorous  spirit  and  in  1330  the  unpopular  Mortimer  was  arrested  and  executed  in  the  Tower, 
while  Isabella  was  sent  to  Castle  Rising  for  the  rest  of  her  life. 

Edward  was  determined  to  revenge  the  defeat  of  the  English  armies  at  Bannockburn 
in  1314  and  sc  in  1333  he  invaded  Scotland  in  support  of  his  nominee  for  the  Scottish  throne, 
Edward  Baliol,  and  defeated  the  Scots  at  Halidon  Hill.  Scotland,  however,  continued  to 
be  a  source  of  trouble  to  Edward  until  peace  was  made  with  David  II  in  1346.  Meanwhile 
Edward  had  turned  his  attention  to  France  and  began  what  is  now  known  as  the  100  Years’ 
War.  The  English  ascendancy  was  established  through  the  naval  battle  of  Sluys  (1340), 
the  battle  of  Crecy  (1346)  and  the  great  victory  won  by  his  eldest  son,  the  Black  Prince,  at 
Poitiers  (1356).  At  the  Treaty  of  Bretigny  (1360)  the  English  obtained  large  tracts  of  French 
territory,  but  when  the  war  was  resumed  nine  years  later  most  of  this  ground  was  lost  and  when 
Edward  died  little  remained  besides  Calais  and  Bordeaux. 

At  home  Edward’s  reign  was  a  time  of  change.  Trade  thrived  at  first  but  the  country 
suffered  from  the  high  taxation  necessary  to  finance  the  wars.  Parliament  was  able  to  establish 
the  principle  that  there  should  be  no  taxation  without  its  consent,  and  became  sufficiently 
powerful  to  act  as  some  check  to  the  king’s  ministers.  One  third  of  the  population  is  said 
to  have  been  carried  away  by  bubonic  plague — the  “  Black  Death  ” — in  1348-9,  and  as  a 
consequence  labour  wras  in  short  supply  and  both  wages  and  prices  rose.  John  Wycliffe 
was  campaigning  for  a  reform  of  a  Church  which  he  considered  corrupt  through  excessive 
temporal  power.  Chaucer  was  laying  the  foundations  of  a  new  English  literature. 

Edward  was  a  fearless  soldier  but  not  a  great  administrator  and  during  the  latter  part  of 
his  reign  much  of  the  government  of  the  country  was  taken  over  by  John  of  Gaunt,  his  third  son. 
Edward  rebuilt  Windsor  Castle  and  instituted  the  Order  of  the  Garter.  The  Black  Prince  died 
in  1376  so  Edward  was  succeeded  by  his  grandson  Richard,  aged  10. 

A  gold  coinage  was  commenced  in  1344  consisting  of  the  florin  of  6s.,  its  half  and  quarter, 
and  was  shortly  superseded  by  the  gold  noble  of  6s.  8d.;  groats  and  half-groats  enlarged  the 
silver  denominations.  The  illustration  on  the  front  cover  is  of  a  demi-gros  (enlarged)  struck 
for  Aquitaine.  Edward’s  English  silver  coins  maintain  an  unbearded  representational  portrait 
throughout  the  reign. 
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ONE  HUNDRED  YEARS  OF  CANADIAN  DECIMAL  COINAGE.

This  year  sees  the  centenary  of  Canada’s  decimal  coinage.  The  first  decimal  coins  were 
those  struck  in  1858  for  the  Province  of  Canada  which  was  formed  in  1841  by  the  uniting  of 
the  colonies  of  Upper  and  I.ower  Canada  (now  Ontario  and  Quebec). 

There  were  three  denominations  in  silver,  viz.,  20  cents,  10  cents,  and  5  cents,  and  the 
cent  in  bronze:  silver  coins  were  struck  only  in  1858  but  the  cent  was  also  made  in  1859,  and 
all  the  coins  were  struck  by  the  Royal  Mint  in  London  from  dies  engraved  by  L.  C.  Wyon. 
The  obverse  of  the  silver  shows  the  queen’s  head  laureate  to  left  with  the  legend:  victoria 
dei  gratia  REGINA  with  Canada  below,  and  the  reverse  has  the  value  and  date  in  three  lines 
with  a  Royal  crown  above  within  a  maple  wreath.  On  the  cent  there  is  a  beaded  inner  circle 
on  the  obverse  and  the  reverse  has  the  value  in  three  lines:  one  /  cent  /  1858  within  a  beaded 
inner  circle  and  circlet  of  maple  leaves.  The  colonies  of  New  Brunswick  and  Newfoundland 
introduced  a  similar  series  of  three  silver  coins  in  1862  and  1865  respectively.  The  Newfound¬ 
land  silver  coins  were  of  different  reverse  design  from  those  of  the  Province  of  Canada  and  the 
colony  of  New  Brunswick  and  showed  the  value  within  a  wreath. 

Bronze  large  cents  and  half  cents  were  first  struck  by  the  colonies  of  Novia  Scotia  and  New 
Brunswick  in  1861  and  cents  by  Newfoundland  in  1865.  These  pieces  have  the  same  obverse 
portrait  by  L.  C.  Wyon  as  that  which  was  used  on  the  English  “  Bun  Penny.”  The  reverse 
has  a  crown  with  the  date  below  in  the  centre  of  the  coin  around  which  is  a  wreath;  denomi¬ 
nation  above  and  name  of  colony  below. 

In  1871  a  cent  was  issued  by  Prince  Edward  Island.  Obv.  victoria  queen  1871.  Her 
coroneted  head  1.  Rev.  prince  edward  island  one  cent  around  two  maple  trees. 

Canada  was  granted  the  status  of  a  dominion  in  1867,  and  it  was  decided  in  1870  that  in 
order  to  facilitate  trade  and  currency  transactions  a  new  Canadian  coinage  should  be  issued 
and  brought  into  line  with  the  then  existing  coinage  of  the  U.S.A.:  this  resulted  in  the  dis¬ 
continuance  of  the  20  cents,  although  this  denomination  continued  to  be  struck  for  Newfound¬ 
land  until  1912. 

Dies  for  the  denominations  of  50  cents,  25  cents,  10  cents  and  5  cents  were  accordingly 
prepared  at  the  Royal  A4int  by  L.  C.  Wyon  and  large  numbers  of  coins  of  all  four  denomi¬ 
nations  were  struck  from  silver  of  .925  fineness.  During  1871  demands  for  United  Kingdom 
coinage  were  so  heavy  that  the  Royal  Mint  was  unable  to  undertake  a  large  Canadian  coinage 
and  consequently  Messrs.  R.  Heaton  of  the  mint  at  Birmingham  were  granted  a  sub-contract 
by  the  Canadian  Government  to  strike  Canadian  silver  coin  under  supervision  of  a  responsible 
officer  of  the  Royal  Mint.  Coins  were  struck  by  this  mint  on  many  occasions  when  pressure  of 
work  at  the  Royal  Mint  precluded  their  being  struck  at  London. 

The  design  of  the  Dominion  coinage  was  unchanged  throughout  Queen  Victoria’s  reign, 
the  only  points  of  interest  being  minor  die  varieties  and  the  presence  of  the  mint  mark  H  which 
appears  below  the  tie  to  the  wreath  on  the  reverse  of  all  coins  struck  at  the  Birmingham  mint. 
The  obverse  of  the  silver  coinage  shows  the  young  head  of  the  Queen  facing  left,  coroneted 
on  the  50  cents  and  25  cents  and  laureate,  as  on  the  1858  coinage,  on  the  two  smaller  silver 
coins,  with  the  legend:  victoria  dei  gratia  regina  and  Canada  beneath  the  head.  The 
reverse  consists  of  the  value  and  date  in  three  lines  with  the  Royal  crown  above,  all  within 
a  wreath  of  maple  leaves  tied  at  the  bottom.  The  obverse  of  the  cent  which  was  first  struck 
for  the  Dominion  in  1876  has  the  same  portrait  as  the  larger  silver  coins  but  it  is  contained 
within  a  heavily  beaded  inner  circle.  The  reverse  of  this  coin  is  identical  to  the  1858  piece. 
In  1891  the  maple  leaf  border  on  the  reverse  was  modified,  being  now  of  finer  style  with  slightly 
smaller  leaves. 

On  the  accession  of  Edward  VII  the  reverse  designs  remained  unchanged  with  the  exception 
of  the  adoption  of  the  Imperial  crown  in  lieu  of  the  former  Royal  crown  and  the  inclusion  of 
the  word  “  Canada  ”  after  “  cents  ”  on  the  silver  coins.  The  reverse  of  the  5  cent  piece  of 
1902  was  struck  from  working  punches  prepared  for  the  previous  reign  as  the  new  ones  were 
not  ready  in  time.  For  this  reason  the  crown  on  the  reverse  is  the  Royal  crown  as  on  the 
Victorian  coins.  From  1903  onwards,  however,  the  Imperial  crown  was  used  on  this  de¬ 
nomination. 

For  the  obverse  of  the  new  coins  the  crowned  portrait  of  Edward  VII  by  De  Saulles  was 
used  with  the  legend:  edwardvs  vii  dei  gratia  rex  imperator. 

Coins  of  all  denominations  were  again  struck  both  at  the  Royal  Mint  and  in  certain  years 
by  Heatons  of  Birmingham.  In  1908  however,  a  mint  was  established  at  Ottawa  as  a  branch 
of  the  Royal  Mint  (it  did  not  become  completely  autonomus — as  the  Royal  Canadian  Mint — 
until  1931)  and  henceforward  all  coins  were  struck  there,  the  matrices  and  punches  being 
supplied  by  the  Royal  Mint  in  London.  Gold  sovereigns  exactly  similar  to  those  used  for 
the  Imperial  coinage  were  also  struck,  with  the  mint  mark  c  on  the  ground  beneath  the  horse 
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on  the  reverse.  There  are  no  major  changes  or  varieties  in  the  coinage  with  the  exception 
that  from  1909  onwards  the  leaves  to  the  wreath  on  the  10  cent  piece  were  larger.  This 
reverse  was  again  modified  in  1913,  when  the  leaves  were  again  smaller. 

When  George  V  came  to  the  throne  in  1911  the  reverses  of  the  silver  coins  remained  the 
same  as  those  for  the  previous  reign  but  the  word  Canada  was  placed  on  the  reverse  of  the 
cent  as  had  been  done  on  the  silver  of  Edward  VII.  The  obverse  shows  a  bust  of  George  V 
crowned  to  left  by  Sir  Bertram  Mackennal.  The  coins  struck  in  1911  read:  georgivs  v  rex 
et  ind  :  imp  :  and  omit  the  words  dei  gratia — they  are  thus  popularly  known  as“  Godless  ” 
coins.  This  error  was  rectified  by  the  insertion  of  the  abbreviations  dei  :  gra  in  the  obverse 
legend  on  coins  struck  in  the  following  year.  In  1911  pattern  dollars  in  silver  were  struck 
but  were  never  issued  for  circulation. 

In  1912  the  first  gold  coins  of  the  Dominion  (with  the  exception  of  the  sovereigns  with 
the  mint  mark  c  which  were  also  issued  at  this  period)  were  struck.  There  were  two  denomi¬ 
nations,  10  dollars  and  5  dollars.  The  obverse  is  the  same  as  that  on  the  silver  coins  and  the 
reverse  shows  the  arms  of  the  Dominion  in  a  square-topped  shield  on  a  background  of  maple 
leaves  with  the  word  Canada  above  and  the  date  and  value  below.  These  pieces  were  struck 
also  in  1913  and  1914.  The  reverse  dies  for  this  coin  were  made  at  the  Royal  Mint  in  London, 
the  working  drawings  being  constructed  from  a  plate  in  colour  of  the  armorial  bearings  of 
Canada;  and  staff  engravers  then  produced  the  die. 

In  1920  the  size  of  the  cent  was  reduced  to  that  of  the  United  States  coin  and  a  new  design 
prepared  by  the  Finance  Ministry  was  used.  The  drawings  were  sent  to-  the  Royal  Mint 
where  staff  engravers  produced  the  dies.  This  design  consists  of  the  word  Canada  curved 
above  one  /  cent  /  and  the  date  with  a  large  maple  leaf  on  each  side.  Both  large  and  small 
cents  were  struck  during  this  year  and  it  also  saw  the  reduction  in  fineness  of  the  silver  coins 
from  .925  to  .800.  It  was  decided  in  1921  to  abandon  the  silver  5  cents  and  substitute  a  large 
coin  of  pure  nickel;  but  this  coin  was  not  issued  until  1922. 

Rather  more  than  2\  million  silver  5  cent  pieces  were  struck  in  1921,  but  nearly  all  were 
melted  up,  only  about  50  by  some  means  escaping  the  pot.  The  reverse  of  the  new  5  cents 
in  nickel  shows  a  large  figure  5  with  the  word  five  to  the  left  and  cents  to  the  right;  above, 
Canada,  below  two  large  maple  leaves  and  the  date.  This  design  was  also  supplied  by  the 
Dominion  Government  to  the  Royal  Mint  where  the  dies  were  made.  It  is  an  interesting 
coin  as  it  is  the  first  British  Commonwealth  coin  to  be  struck  in  pure  nickel. 

To  commemorate  the  Silver  Jubilee  of  George  V  in  1935,  the  first  Canadian  dollar  to  be 
struck  for  circulation  was  issued.  The  obverse  is  different  from  the  normal  type  and  the 
legend  reads:  georgivs  v  rex  imperator  anno  regni  xxv,  crowned  bust  of  the  King  to  left. 
This  obverse  was  the  work  of  Percy  Metcalfe  and  is  the  same  obverse  as  that  used  for  the 
coinage  for  New  Zealand  and  Fiji  and  which  was  first  introduced  for  Southern  Rhodesia  in 
1932.  The  reverse  of  this  dollar  is  by  the  Canadian  engraver  Emmanuel  Hahn  and  depicts 
an  Indian  and  a  trapper  paddling  a  canoe  past  a  rock  behind  which  can  be  seen  the  rays  of  the 
Aurora  Borealis:  the  word  Canada  is  above  and  the  date  and  dollar  below.  The  matrices 
and  punches  were  prepared  by  the  Royal  Mint  and  sent  to  Ottawa  where  the  working  dies 
were  made. 

Dollars  were  again  struck  in  the  following  year  but  these  have  the  normal  obverse  portrait 
and  inscription  by  Mackennal  as  on  the  smaller  denominations.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
these  dies  were  prepared  from  punches  which  had  been  made  originally  in  1911  for  the  pattern 
dollars  which  were  not  issued. 

No  Canadian  coins  of  King  Edward  VIII  were  issued,  but  in  1937,  before  the  dies  for  the 
coinage  for  King  George  VI  were  ready  a  number  of  cents,  10  cent  pieces  and  quarters  were 
struck  from  dies  of  George  V  dated  1936.  These  posthumous  issues  were  distinguished  from 
the  normal  issue  of  1936  by  the  placing  of  a  small  dot  at  the  bottom  of  the  reverse  below 
the  date.  This  so-called  “  dot-coinage  ”  is  extremely  rare,  probably  due  to  the  dot  having 
very  quickly  become  filled  in  on  the  die. 

A  break  with  tradition  was  made  with  the  commencement  of  the  new  reign;  at  the  express 
wish  of  the  governments  of  the  dominions  the  uncrowned  portrait  of  the  sovereign  as  used 
on  the  United  Kingdom  coinage  designed  by  Hugh  Paget  was  adopted.  Previously  to  the 
reign  of  George  VI  the  Canadian  coinage  had  been  somewhat  austere  and  lacking  in  imaginative 
treatment,  but  with  the  inception  of  the  new  coinage  this  situation  was  put  to  rights.  A  number 
of  Canadian  artists  and  also  a  few  in  this  country  were  invited  to  submit  reverse  designs  on 
various  themes  including  mining,  fishing,  agriculture  and  wild  life. 

The  designs  for  the  50  cent  piece  (the  arms  of  Canada  in  a  c/owned  shield),  the  beaver  on 
the  5  cents  and  the  two-leaved  maple  twig  for  the  cent  were  the  work  of  Kruger  Gray;  the 
original  canoe  design  by  Hahn  was  retained  for  the  dollar  and  the  same  artist  was  also  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  fishing  schooner  on  the  dime  (10  cents)  and  the  caribou’s  head  on  the  quarter 
(25  cents). 
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The  master  dies  for  these  coins  were  made  at  the  Royal  Alint,  but  due  to  pressure  of  work 
at  the  time  they  were  sent  to  the  Paris  mint  for  completion  and  thence  to  Ottawa. 

The  coinage  of  this  reign  was  remarkable  for  a  number  of  commemorative  or  other 
special  issues,  the  hrst  of  these  being  the  silver  dollar  struck  in  1939  to  commemorate  the 

Royal  visit.  The  reverse  of  this  piece  shows  the  Parliament  buildings  in  Ottawa  with  the 

legend:  fide  svorvm  regnat  (He  reigns  with  their  trust)  and  was  designed  by  Emmanuel 
Hahn.  The  matrix  and  working  punches  were  made  in  London  from  the  artist’s  plaster  model. 

In  1942  the  5  cent  piece  was  struck  in  tombac  brass  (88%  copper  12%  zinc)  in  order  to 
conserve  the  valuable  nickel  for  the  war  effort.  As  a  certain  amount  of  confusion  had  arisen 
between  the  nickel  5  cents  of  circular  format  and  the  silver  quarter  dollar,  not  withstanding 
the  differences  in  weight,  size  and  design  of  the  two  coins,  it  was  decided  to  adopt  a  twelve¬ 
sided  coin  similar  to  the  United  Kingdom  threepenny  piece.  This  piece  had  slightly  more 
rounded  angles  than  the  U.K.  coin  and  the  inner  edge  was  modified.  The  following  year 
a  new  design  was  adopted  for  this  denomination:  this  shows  a  flaming  torch  superimposed 

on  a  large  letter  v  which  is  symbolic  of  victory  and  also  serves  as  a  mark  of  value;  this  motif 

divides  the  date,  the  words  Canada  and  cents  appearing  above  and  below  respectively. 
Around  the  periphery  is  the  legend:  “  We  win  when  we  work  willingly”  in  morse  code. 
This  design  is  by  Thomas  Shingles,  a  staff  engraver  at  the  Ottawa  mint,  and  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that  the  matrices  and  punches  were  made  entirely  at  the  Ottawa  mint  and  were  not 
supplied  by  the  Royal  Alint  as  hitherto.  The  engraver  at  Ottawa  engraved  the  design 
directly  on  steel  thus  producing  the  matrix  in  one  process  without  recourse  to  the  reduction 
punch  and  reducing  machine.  This  must  have  been  a  great  test  of  skill.  In  1944  and  1945 
5  cent  pieces  of  this  design  were  struck  from  mild  steel  plated  with  nickel  .0005  inches  thick 
with  a  layer  of  chromium  plate  .00001  inches  thick.  This  metal  was  purchased  by  the  Royal 
Canadian  Alint  in  finished  form  ready  for  the  cutting  of  the  blanks.  After  the  war  from  1946 
onwards  nickel  was  again  used  for  this  denomination  and  the  design  reverted  to  the  beaver 
type  of  Kruger  Gray;  the  twelve  sided  format,  however,  was  retained.  In  1947  dollars  and 
50  cent  pieces  showed  two  varieties  of  the  figure  7  in  the  date,  blunt  or  pointed  on  the  dollar 
and  curved  or  straight  at  the  end  of  the  foot  on  the  50  cent  piece.  The  curved  7  variety  with 
the  maple  leaf  after  the  date  is  extremely  rare  for  the  latter  denomination. 

In  1948  in  common  with  other  coinages  the  title:  ind  :  imp  :  was  omitted  from  Canadian 
coins,  the  obverse  legend  now  being  modified  to  read:  georgivs  vi  dei  gratia  rex.  The 
dies  took  some  time  to  prepare  and  during  the  early  part  of  this  year  coins  of  all  denominations 
were  dated  1947  but  had  a  small  maple  leaf  after  the  date. 

To  commemorate  the  entry  of  Newfoundland  into  the  Dominion  a  special  dollar  showing 
Cabot’s  ship,  the  “  Matthew,”  was  issued  in  1949.  The  reverse  of  this  coin  is  by  the  same 
artist  responsible  for  the  war  effort  nickels  and  the  design  was  also  engraved  directly  on  to 
steel. 

The  bi-centennial  of  the  discovery  of  nickel  was  celebrated  in  1951  by  the  issue  of  a  com¬ 
memorative  5  cent  piece:  the  design  by  Stephen  Trenka  shows  a  representation  of  a  nickel 
refinery  with  the  legend:  nickel  /  1751-1951  /  5  cents  on  either  side  of  the  factory  chimney. 
Five  cent  pieces  with  the  beaver  design  were  also  struck  this  year  and  in  1952  from  steel  to  the 
same  specification  as  that  which  had  been  used  for  the  war  effort  pieces  of  1944  and  1945.  A 
variety  of  the  1952  dollar  shows  no  water-lines  on  either  side  of  the  canoe  as  these  were 
accidentally  eliminated  from  the  dies  during  the  polishing  process. 

The  designs  for  the  coinage  of  the  present  reign  remained  unchanged  in  1953:  Mrs. 
Gillick’s  head  of  the  Queen  as  on  the  U.K.  coinage  was  used  with  the  obverse  legend: 
ELIZABETH  II  DEI  GRATIA  REGINA. 

The  5  cent  piece  was  again  struck  in  plated  steel  in  1953  and  1954  but  nickel  has  been  used 
from  1955  to  date. 

There  are  very  few  varieties  in  the  coinage  of  Elizabeth  II  which  are  worthy  of  mention, 
but  in  1953  the  25  cents  was  struck  with  a  large  date  and  a  wire  line  edge  and  a  small  date  with 
a  broad  rim.  Both  large  and  small  dates  are  also  found  on  the  50  cents  but  the  rims  are 
identical.  In  1955  the  Royal  Canadian  mint  supplied  a  special  order  of  2,000  silver  dollars 
to  a  firm  in  Arnprior,  Ontario  (probably  for  use  as  Christmas  presents).  These  coins  show 
only  one  and  a  half  or  fewer  water-lines  by  the  canoe  instead  of  the  normal  three  lines. 

This  year,  1958,  the  centennial  of  British  Columbia  has  been  commemorated  by  the  issue 
of  a  dollar.  The  reverse  design  by  Stephen  Trenka  shows  a  totem  pole  in  mountainous 
terrain  and  Canada  to  left  and  British  Columbia  to  right  ;  dollar  below;  in  the  field:  1958.

THE  ROYAL  MINT. 

By  H.  G.  Stride,  O.B.E. 

Chapter  XVII :  The  Neglect  of  the  Mint  during  the  18th  Century. 

{Continued  from  p.  3241). 

By  an  Order  in  Council  dated  Sunday  26th  February,  1797,  the  Bank  was  directed 
to  suspend  the  issue  of  “  any  cash  in  payment  until  the  sense  of  Parliament  can  be 
taken  on  that  subject  and  the  proper  measures  adopted  thereupon  for  maintaining 
the  means  of  circulation/’  The  effect  of  this  Order  was  to  stop  the  issue  of  guineas 
and  as  five  pounds  was  the  smallest  note  then  issued  by  the  Bank  the  demand  for 
change  greatly  increased.  To  facilitate  matters  an  Act  was  passed  permitting  the 
issue  of  notes  of  smaller  denominations.  This  measure,  however,  did  not  remove 
the  difficulty  as  those  who  had  change  were  inclined  to  cling  to  it  and  would  only 
part  under  a  heavy  commission.  To  the  deplorable  condition  of  the  silver  and 
copper  currency  was  thus  added  the  virtual  disappearance  of  the  gold  coins. 

Chapter  XVIII  :  Emergency  Measures  to  Relieve  the  Shortage  of  Coin. 

In  1787  a  committee  of  the  Privy  Council  had  been  appointed  to- take  into  con¬ 
sideration  the  state  of  the  coins  of  the  Realm.  Matthew  Boulton,  who  was  associated 
with  Watt  in  the  development  of  the  steam  engine,  appeared  before  this  committee 
in  1790  and  explained  his  proposals  for  “  making  more  excellent  coin  than  had  ever 
been  seen,  and  establishing  an  effectual  check,  upon  those  who  counterfeit  it.” 

As  early  as  1774  Boulton  had  conceived  the  idea  of  applying  steam  power  to 
coining  and  by  1786  he  had  erected  a  factory  in  the  parish  of  Hands  worth,  about 
one  and  a  half  miles  from  Birmingham,  in  which  he  had  executed  a  copper  coinage 
for  the  East  India  Company.  From  a  wayside  inn  in  the  neighbourhood  called 
“  The  Soho  ”  this  establishment  became  known  as  the  Soho  Factory.  In  1790 
Boulton  took  out  Letters  Patent  under  the  title  “  Application  of  motive  power  to 
Stamping  and  Coining  ”  and  says  in  the  specification  : 

“  The  essential  parts  of  this  Invention  are — First,  the  applying  the  powers 
of  mills  or  steam  engines  to  the  working  the  presses  in  place  of  men’s  labour, 
as  has  hitherto  been  practised.  Secondly,  the  applying  the  elastic  force  of  the 
atmosphere  acting  upon  the  piston  of  an  air-pump  to  give  the  necessary  velocity 
to  .  .  .  strike  the  blow  which  coins  the  money.” 

From  a  description  of  the  Soho  mint  dated  1792  the  following  extracts  are  taken: 

“  This  Mint  consists  of  eight  large  coining-machines  which  are  sufficiently 
strong  to  coin  the  largest  money  in  current  use,  or  even  Medals,  and  each 
machine  is  capable  of  being  adjusted  in  a  few  minutes  so  as  to  strike  any  number 
of  pieces  of  money  from  fifty  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  per  minute,  in  pro¬ 
portion  to  their  diameter  and  degree  of  relief;  and  each  piece  being  struck  in 
a  steel  collar,  the  whole  number  are  perfectly  round  and  of  equal  diameter. 
Each  machine  requires  the  attendance  of  one  boy  of  only  twelve  years  of  age, 
and  he  has  no  labour  to  perform.  He  can  stop  his  press  one  instant,  and  set 
it  going  the  next  .  .  . 

As  the  blows  given  by  Mr.  B’s  machinery  are  much  more  uniform  than  what 
are  given  by  the  strength  of  men’s  arms  when  applied  to  the  working  of  the 
common  press,  the  dies  are  not  so  liable  to  break  nor  the  spirit  of  the  engraving 
to  be  so  soon  injured;  yet  nevertheless  from  the  natural  imperfections  of  steel 
and  other  unavoidable  causes,  some  time  will  be  lost  in  changing  the  dies  and 
other  interruptions.  However,  it  is  decided  by  experience  that  Mr.  Boulton’s

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new  machinery  works  with  less  friction,  less  wear,  less  noise,  is  less  liable  to  be 
out  of  order,  and  can  strike  very  much  more  than  any  apparatus  ever  before 
invented,  for  it  is  capable  of  striking  at  the  rate  of  26,000  ecus  or  English  crowns, 
or  50,000  of  half  their  diameter  in  one  hour,  and  of  working  night  and  day 
without  fatigue  to  the  boys,  provided  two  sets  of  them  work  alternately  for  ten 
hours  each.” 

Boulton  expounded  his  views  to  the  Committee  with  such  conviction  that  he 
was  authorised  to  prepare  and  submit  patterns  of  half-penny  pieces.  Nothing 
appears  to  have  been  done,  however,  until  1797  when  the  events  described  above 
compelled  some  immediate  action  to  meet  the  shortage  of  coin  which  had  become 
intolerable.  At  the  same  time  the  Committee  were  apprehensive  that  the  perfection 
of  Boulton’s  copper  coins  would  have  the  effect  of  driving  the  old  copper  coins  out 
of  circulation  and  would  thus  produce  a  sudden  deficiency  which  Mr.  Boulton, 
with  all  his  art  and  machinery,  could  not  supply  with  sufficient  expedition  and  that 
there  might  in  consequence  be  a  great  confusion  among  the  lower  ranks  of  people,  A 
To  avoid  this  evil  it  was  decided  to  begin  the  copper  coinage  by  coining  twopenny 
and  penny  pieces,  the  first  time  copper  coins  of  these  denominations  had  been 
struck.  The  principle  adopted  in  making  these  coins  was  that  the  nominal  value 
of  each  piece  should  be  equal  to  the  value  of  the  metal  which  it  contained  and  the 
price  of  the  workmanship  employed  in  making  it.  The  Committee  considered  also 
that  the  new  coins  might  serve  the  purpose  of  weights  and  it  was  accordingly  decided 
that  the  twopenny  piece  should  weigh  two  ounces  avoirdupois  and  the  penny  piece 
one  ounce.  On  9th  June,  1797,  a  contract  was  made  with  Boulton  to  execute  coinage 
to  the  amount  of  500  tons  at  £108  per  ton,  to  consist  of  20  tons  of  twopenny  pieces 
and  480  tons  of  penny  pieces.  The  new  coinage  was  authorised  by  a  Proclamation 
of  26th  July,  1797.  Subsequently,  he  received  a  similar  order  for  the  same  amount. 

In  1799  orders  for  halfpence  and  farthings  were  given  but  as  the  price  of  copper  had 
increased  in  the  meantime  the  halfpence  were  coined  at  the  rate  of  36  to  the  pound 
and  the  farthings  72  to  the  pound.  Further  orders  for  pence,  halfpence  and  farthings 
were  given  to  Boulton  in  1805  the  coins  being  struck  in  the  two  following  years  at 
the  rate  of  24  pence  to  the  pound.  Altogether  3531  tons  of  copper  coin  to  the  face 
value  of  £665,504  were  struck  at  the  Soho  factory  between  1797  and  1808.  The 
means  by  which  these  coins  were  distributed  is  described  in  the  following  paragraph 
from  the  “  Globe  ”  newspaper  of  30th  June,  1806:  “  The  new  penny  pieces  and 
farthings  are  issued  by  the  contractors  Messrs.  Bolton,  Watt  &  Co.,  (London-street, 
Fenchurch  street)  in  casks  weighing  net  3  cwt.  value  £33  12s  of  which  the  twelfth 
part  are  in  farthings.  The  halfpence  will  not  be  ready  for  delivery  these  two  months.”  ^ 
A  furtfter  measure  adopted  in  1797  to  relieve  the  shortage  of  coin  was  the  issue  ^ 
by  the  Bank  of  England  of  counter-stamped  Spanish  dollars.  These  dollars  had 
at  various  times  been  found  in  captured  vessels  and  were  held  by  the  bank  on  behalf 
of  the  Government.  They  were  sent  to  the  mint  to  be  counterstamped  on  the 
obverse  with  the  bust  of  George  III.  The  stamp  used  was  a  small  oval  one  as  was 
used  by  the  Goldsmith’s  Company  for  marking  silver  plate,  and  this  was  impressed 
upon  the  neck  of  the  Spanish  king.  2,325,099  of  these  countermarked  dollars  were 
issued  at  4s  9d  each  representing  a  value  of  £552,21 1  but  as  plenty  of  similar  dollars 
could  be  obtained  from  dealers  at  the  bullion  value  of  4s  8d,  the  counterstamp  was 
soon  imitated.  In  addition  large  numbers  of  counterfeit  dollars  began  to  appear 
with  the  result  that  the  dollars  generally  were  viewed  with  so  much  suspicion  as  to 
stop  their  circulation.  At  the  end  of  September,  only  seven  months  after  their 
original  issue,  the  good  dollars  were  withdrawn  and  were  declared  to  be  no  longer 
current  after  31st  October,  1797.  To  replace  the  dollars  a  seven-shilling  gold  piece 
was  issued  and  proclaimed  current  on  29th  November. 
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In  January,  1803,  the  issue  of  the  countermarked  dollars  was  quietly  resumed  but 
spurious  coin  and  forged  counter-marks  were  soon  giving  trouble.  A  new  form  of 
counterstamp  was  employed  in  1804  the  mint  being  instructed  to  “  prepare  the 
necessary  means  of  stamping  in  an  octagon  form,  the  head  then  used  for  impressing 
the  silver  penny  (i.e.  the  Maundy  penny)  without  the  inscription.”  Some  415,000 
dollars  were  so  stamped  at  the  mint  but  the  change  in  the  stamp  had  little  effect,  as 
in  a  very  short  time  counterfeits  were  unpleasantly  plentiful.  The  currency  of  these 
dollars  was  accordingly  terminated  and  a  new  dollar  was  issued  having  the  king’s 
head  on  the  obverse  with  the  inscription  “  Georgius  III  Dei  Gratia  Rex  ”  and  on 
the  reverse  a  figure  of  Britannia  with  the  words  “  Five  Shillings  Dollar,  Bank  of 
England  1804.”  These  tokens  were  in  fact  the  Spanish  dollars  in  a  new  guise. 
These  dollars  had  been  overstamped  at  the  Soho  factory  with  machinery  sufficiently 
powerful  to  obliterate  the  original  design  and  substitute  the  new.  Owing  to  a  rise 
in  the  price  of  silver  these  dollars  were  called  up  to  5s  6d  in  1811,  and  in  the  same 
year  the  Bank  issued  tokens  of  3s  and  Is  6d.  The  price  of  copper  had  also  increased 
and  the  original  penny  and  twopenny  pieces  became  worth  more  than  their  face 
value,  with  the  result  that  they  disappeared  into  the  melting  pots.  A  revival  of 
tradesmen’s  tokens  again  took  place  and  tokens  of  Is  and  6d  were  added  to  the 
numerous  copper  ones. 

By  Order  in  Council  of  the  7th  February,  1798,  however,  a  new  committee  had 
been  appointed  to  take  into  consideration  the  state  of  the  coins  and  the  establishment 
and  constitution  of  the  mint;  and  to  propose  such  improvements,  in  both  these 
respects,  as  might  appear  to  be  necessary.  One  of  the  first  subjects  considered  by 
the  committee  was  the  mint  machinery  and  the  advantages  which  might  be  secured 
by  adopting  the  new  processes  and  devices  which  had  been  demonstrated  by  Boulton. 
By  arrangement  with  Messrs.  Boulton  and  Watt  an  examination  of  the  mechanical 
operations  at  the  Tower  mint  was  undertaken  in  July,  1798,  by  John  Rennie,  who 
was  associated  with  the  firm  at  that  time  and  who  later  became  famous  as  the  builder 
of  Waterloo,  Southwark  and  London  bridges.  In  addition,  Lord  Liverpool,  a 
member  of  the  new  committee  and  also  of  the  previous  Committee  of  Council  on 
Coins,  prepared  a  memorandum  in  1798,  setting  forth  the  principles  which  he  con¬ 
sidered  should  be  embodied  in  the  monetary  regulations,  supporting  them  at  length 
with  arguments  drawn  mainly  from  history.  This  memorandum  was  in  the  form 
of  a  letter  to  the  king  but  is  now  well  known  as  “  A  treatise  on  the  Coins  of  the 
Realm.”  With  the  war  in  progress  and  currency  conditions  abnormal  the  com¬ 
mittee  refrained  from  making  any  recommendations  regarding  the  reform  of  the 
coinage.  In  1804,  however,  the  committee  again  turned  its  attention  to  “  the 
advantage  which  will  arise  from  the  erection  of  such  new  Machinery  and  Buildings 
as  may  ...  be  necessary  for  introducing  into  the  Establishment  of  the  Mint,  the 
improvements  which  have,  of  late  years  been  made,  in  the  Art  of  manufacturing 
Coin,  with  a  view  of  executing  in  the  most  perfect  manner,  the  Coinage  of  Gold  and 
Silver  monies,  whenever  that  measure  shall  be  determined  upon.”  John  Rennie 
was  again  consulted,  in  conjunction  with  Henry  Cavendish  and  Charles  Hatchett, 
but  they  “  were  not  able  to  suggest  any  further  improvement  but  were  of  the 
opinion  that  the  machinery  might  be  worked  in  the  Tower  by  Water  or  a  Fire  Engine, 
whichever  might  be  thought  the  most  eligible;  but  they  seemed  inclined  to  prefer 
a  Fire  Engine,  and  did  not  conceive  that  there  could  be  any  danger  or  inconvenience 
from  a  Fire  Engine  being  there  erected,  nor  that  any  nuisance  would  be  occasioned 
by  it,  as  by  the  improved  machinery  a  Fire  Engine  can  be  worked  in  such  a  manner 
as  to  consume  its  own  smoke.”  Mr.  Rennie’s  report  is  of  much  interest  in  describ¬ 
ing  the  manner  in  which  certain  of  the  coining  operations  were  then  conducted  and 
it  is  accordingly  appended : — 
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To  the  Right  Honorable  the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  appointed 
to  take  into  Consideration  the  State  of  the  Coins,  etc.  of  Great  Britain. 

My  Lords, 

Having  at  your  Lordships  Request  attentively  examined  the  mechanical 
operations  in  practice  at  the  Mint,  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  for,  and  making 
into  Coin,  the  Gold  and  Silver  etc.  and  having  read  and  considered  the  Reports 
of  Messrs.  Boulton  and  Hatchett  respecting  the  same  which  so  far  as  is  connected 
with  the  Machinery,  perfectly  accord  with  my  own  Ideas, — I  beg  leave  to  sub¬ 
mit  to  your  Lordships  consideration,  the  following  observations. 

The  casting  of  the  Fillets  in  Sand  is  liable  to  the  objections  mentioned  by 
Messrs.  Harchett  and  Boulton,  their  roughness  soon  destroy  the  Face  of  the 
Rolls,  hence  the  Metal  is  never  accurately  rolled,  and  I  have  found  from  Experi¬ 
ence  that  Metal  cast  in  small  Fillets,  is  less  ductile  and  less  solid,  than  when  cast 
in  large  pieces,  or  Bars :  If  the  Metal  were  cast  in  Iron  Moulds  and  in  large  Bars, 
the  quantity  of  Surface  would  be  much  less  in  proportion,  to  the  quantity  of 
Metal,  and,  therefore,  when  extended  to  its  proper  size,  the  Face  would  be 
smoother.  But  if  the  Metal  were  to  be  cast  in  large  pieces,  the  present  Rolling 
Mills  would  not  be  sufficiently  strong  or  powerful  to  reduce  them  to  the  Size 
fit  for  cutting  out  into  Blanks.  Other  Machinery  must  therfore  be  got,  and 
indeed  other  Machinery  is  necessary,  if  even  the  present  Method  of  casting  the 
Fillets  is  continued. 

A  Rolling  Mill  for  such  a  purpose,  should  not  only  be  constructed  on  the 
best  plan,  but  every  part  of  it  should  be  as  accurately  executed  as  possible. 
The  present  Mills  are  neither  well  constructed,  or  well  executed — the  Irregularity 
of  their  Motion  is  evident  on  the  slightest  Inspection,  and  cannot  be  remedied. 
New  ones  ought,  therefore,  to  be  adopted,  which  should  be  worked  by  Steam, 
and  the  Mill  Work  should  be  constructed,  so  as  to  render  the  Motion  as  equal 
as  possible.  There  should  be  Rolls  for  breaking  down  the  Metal,  or  in  other 
Words,  reducing  it  from  the  Size  of  the  Ingots  or  Bars,  to  nearly  the  Size 
wanted,  and  then  finished  with  highly  polished  Rolls  accurately  executed; 
were  this  done,  the  Thickness  of  the  plates  or  Fillets  would  be  more  accurate, 
and  consequently  would  require  less  Labour  in  weighing  and  sizing  when  cut 
into  Blanks,  besides  the  Face  of  the  plates  being  smoother  and  more  solid, 
would  take  a  finer  Impression  in  coining,  and  their  size  being  larger,  would 
cut  less  to  waste,  or  in  other  words,  less  Scissel  would  be  returned  to  the  Melting 
Furnaces. 

The  process  of  cutting  out  into  Blanks  and  coining  is  now  wholly  performed 
by  manual  Labour,  which  is  both  expensive  and  imperfect.  It  is  impossible  for  a 
person  to  work  the  cutting  out  press  with  one  hand,  and  hold  the  Fillet  writh  the 
other  to  that  Degree  of  Accuracy  he  would  do,  were  the  press  worked  by  some 
other  power,  and  both  his  hands  left  at  liberty  to  guide  the  Fillet  or  plate. 

The  Inequality  of  power  applied  to  the  coining  presses  is  also  a  great  Evil, 
for  the  Size  of  the  Coin  and  Strength  of  the  Impression  depends  in  a  certain 
Degree  on  the  Force  of  the  Stroke,  and  I  believe  it  will  be  found  impracticable, 
to  devise  any  Method  of  regulating  human  Labour,  as  applied  at  the  Mint, 
to  render  the  Strokes  equal,  without  a  considerable  Loss  of  powrer,  and 
consequent  Increase  of  Expense — Were  a  Steam  Engine  used  for  this  purpose 
it  would  be  easy  to  regulate  the  Machinery  so  as  to  make  the  presses  strike  with 
an  equal  Force,  whether  the  Machine  went  fast  or  slow,  and  consequently  give 
to  each  piece  of  Coin  an  equal  Impression,  or  at  least  as  much  so  as  the  Nature 
of  the  Metal  would  admit;  and  if  in  each  press  the  Collar  were  used  as  proposed 
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by  Mr.  Boulton,  the  Coin  would  be  of  an  equal  Size.  From  the  Adoption  of 
these  Methods,  not  only  a  great  saving  would  be  made  in  manual  Labour,  but 
the  Coin  would  be  much  more  perfect.  Advantages  which  need  not  be  pointed 
out  to  your  Lordships. — One  Engine  might  work  the  Cutting  out  and  Coining 
presses,  with  such  other  small  operations  as  might  be  found  proper  to  apply  to 
it;  the  Rolling  however  requiring  unequal  Exertions  of  power,  should  be 
worked  by  a  separate  Engine. 

The  Machinery  used  in  the  process  of  Amalgamation  is  more  imperfect  than 
perhaps  any  other  Operation  in  the  Mint — the  slovenly  tedious,  and  inefficient 
mode  of  pounding  the  old  Melting  pots  in  Iron  Mortars  by  manual  labour,  is 
as  bad  as  any  thing  that  could  have  been  devised.  The  Machinery  for  tri¬ 
turating  it,  and  the  Sweep  with  Quicksilver  in  wooden  Tubs  is  equally  defective. 
— If  Steam  Engines  were  adopted  for  rolling  cutting  out  and  stamping  proper 
Machinery  might  be  worked  by  them  for  these  operations. 

I  am  inclined  to  think  large  Stones  rolling  on  Edge  like  a  Gunpowder  Mill 
might  be  so  contrived  as  to  reduce  these  pots,  etc.,  to  a  finer  powder  and  at 
much  less  Expence,  than  it  is  done  in  the  present  way,  or  prehaps  could  be 
done  even  with  Stampers  worked  by  Steam. 

The  Muller  of  the  triturating  vessels  should  be  worked  by  the  same  power, 
and  I  think  with  Mr.  Hatchett,  that  were  the  form  of  the  vessels  altered,  and  a 
proper  alternate  Motion  given  to  the  Muller  the  Quicksilver  in  stirring  would 
expose  a  greater  Surface  to  the  Materials  to  be  amalgamated,  and  thereby  act 
more  effectually  on  the  precious  Metal. 

These,  my  Lords  are  the  Outlines  of  Improvements  in  the  Mechanical 
Operations  of  the  Mint,  that  have  occurred  to  me  from  the  Surveys  already 
made,  which  I  trust  are  sufficiently  minute  for  your  Lordships  present  purpose. 

If  further  Explanation  is  wanted,  either  now  or  at  any  future  period,  I  shall 
consider  myself  honoured  by  your  Lordships  affording  me  an  opportunity  of 
explaining  them.  I  am.

A  FURTHER  NOTE  ON  THE  ROMAN  BLANCHING  TECHNIQUE.

Readers  of  the  Bulletin  may  perhaps  have  read  my  article  in  the  June  number,  in  which  I 
described  at  some  length  the  unique  method  of  silver-plating  known  as  blanchings  with  especial 
reference  to  its  use  in  the  production  of  “  silver  ”  coins.  Since  the  publication  of  that  article, 
my  colleague,  Mr.  I.  M.  Allen,  and  I  have  had  occasion  to  examine  and  verify  in  practice  an 
interesting  passage  in  Pliny’s  Natural  History  (Book  XXXIII,  Chapter  44)  which  seems  to 
give  almost  certain  proof  of  the  use  of  the  said  technique  in  early  Roman  Imperial  times.  In 
consequence  therefore,  I  do  not  think  I  can  do  better  at  first,  than  to  quote,  in  translation,  the 
relevant  passage  from  the  Natural  History.  The  reader  can  then,  perhaps,  judge  for  himself 
as  to  the  accuracy  of  our  conclusions : 

“  There  are  two  kinds  of  silver.  On  placing  a  piece  of  it  upon  an  iron  fire-shovel  at  a 
white  heat,  if  the  metal  remains  perfectly  white,  it  is  of  the  best  quality:  if  again 
it  turns  black,  it  is  worthless.  Fraud,  however,  has  devised  means  of  stultifying 
this  test  even;  for  by  keeping  the  shovel  immersed  in  men’s  urine,  the  piece  of 
silver  absorbs  it  as  it  burns,  and  so  displays  a  fictitious  whiteness.” 

(. Bohn’s  Edition ) 
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Despite  the  perhaps  rather  too  literal  translation  from  the  original  Latin  text,  we  can 
explain  at  least  some  of  Pliny’s  remarks  without  further  ado.  Pure  silver  would  not  undergo 
any  appreciable  colour  change  on  heating,  except,  of  course,  on  reaching  red  heat  (we  can 
disregard  Pliny’s  “  white  heat  ”);  but  the  fact  that  the  “  worthless  ”  metal  turns  black  on 
heating  points  to  the  certain  presence  of  copper  in  the  alloy.  Supposing,  however,  that  the 
alloy  (of  copper  and  silver)  had  been  previously  heated,  and  then  immersed  in  some  sort  of 
“  pickling  ”  medium — in  this  case  human  urine — the  silver  content  would  have  been  drawn 
to  the  surface  forming  a  stable  layer,  and  giving  the  appearance  of  pure  silver.  After  such 
treatment  any  subsequent  re-heating  would  have  given  no  sign  of  the  metal’s  poor  quality. 

Thus  far,  so  good.  But  for  the  complete  clarification  of  the  above  passage,  practical 
verification  is  needed,  and  this  Mr.  Allen  and  I  effected.  An  alloy  of  copper  and  silver  was 
prepared  in  the  proportion  of  85  parts  of  the  former,  to  15  parts  of  the  latter,  by  fusing  the 
metals  together  under  charcoal  by  means  of  a  bunsen  burner.  The  resulting  roughly  circular 
ingot  was  subjected  to  several  alternate  heatings  and  picklings  (using  Pliny’s  pickling  medium). 
Here,  at  this  stage,  a  further  elucidation  of  the  above  extract  was  made.  When  the  red-hot 
metal  was  immersed  in  the  urine,  it  was  not  immediately  cooled,  but  continued  to  glow  for 
several  seconds ;  compare  with  above,  “the  piece  of  silver  absorbs  it  (the  urine)  as  it  burns.” 
After  four  such  blanchings  (i.e.  alternate  heatings  and  picklings)  the  ingot  was  hammered  flat, 
roughly  equivalent  to  the  striking  of  a  coin.  The  final  results  were  remarkable.  The  now 
flattened  ingot  presented  the  appearance  of  very  good  silver,  indeed  being  virtually  indis¬ 
tinguishable  from  the  pure  metal.*  As  a  further  experiment  an  attempt  was  made  to  blanch 
an  alloy  containing  an  even  lower  silver  content  (10%),  using  the  same  number  of  blanchings, 
but  the  results  were  vastly  inferior.  We  can  thus,  I  think,  place  the  limit  for  practical 
purposes  to  a  proportion  of  about  85  parts  of  copper  to  15  of  silver,  although,  theoretically , 
blanching  would  be  possible  with  an  alloy  containing  a  minimum  percentage  of  the  precious 
metal. 

In  conclusion,  it  is  fairly  obvious  that  the  Roman  coin-smith  would  have  found  it  pro¬ 
gressively  harder  to  blanch  coins,  of  silver-copper  alloys,  the  lower  their  silver  content  became. 
Furthermore,  striking  would  have  become  gradually  more  difficult,  copper  being  so  much  less 
malleable  than  silver. 

*  So  conclusive  were  the  results  of  this  experiment  that  I  am  sending  the  Editor  of  the  Bulletin  a  piece  of  the 
blanched  ingot,  showing  the  microscopically-thin  silver  layer.

This  is  the  only  modification  that  I  can  find  in  the  silver  coinage  of  Edward  VII.  In  1904 
the  reverse  of  the  threepence  was  altered,  the  chief  changes  being  in  the  large  figure  “  3.” 
Here  the  diagonal  stroke  was  made  shorter,  and  the  ball  is  relatively  larger.  The  top  of  the 
figure  is  less  curved  and  has  4  thin  lines  in  it  instead  of  4L  Slight  alterations  were  also  made 
to  the  wreath.  The  changes  result  in  a  figure  of  less  “  old-fashioned  ”  appearance.  Previous 
issues  are  all  Type  I  and  later  ones  Type  II:  both  types  exist  dated  1904,  for  which  Type  II 
seems  to  be  somewhat  scarcer.  I  can  find  no  corresponding  alterations  in  the  Maundy  4d, 
2d,  or  Id.

This  variety,  which  seems  to  be  almost  as  common  as  the  normal,  lacks  the  usual  stop  (or 
diamond)  after  the  date,  between  the  o  and  the  S  of  Suid.

variations  are  to  be  found  in  the  positioning  of  the  last  two  figures  of  the  date  and  the  stop  (if 
any)  after  it,  and  I  think  that  these  were  added  to  each  individual  die  by  hand.  If  this  is  so, 
it  seems  the  stop  was  omitted  either  in  error  or  because  there  was  too  little  space  left  for  it.

The  reason  for  this  variety  is  not  clear  to  me,  and  I  would  welcome  an  explanation.  The 
figure  9  of  the  date,  which  is  usually  completely  closed  in  coins  of  this  type,  is  here  left  open 
as  in  some  of  the  “  Morion  ”  type  coins.  The  two  coins  are  otherwise  identical,  and  both 
have  the  marks  of  cornucopia  and  wing.  Is  it  possible  that  this  device  distinguishes  coins 
of  a  particular  mint  ?  Unfortunately  I  have  not  seen  enough  specimens  to  be  able  to  say 
which  is  the  rarer.

The  price  of  wheat  was  very  variable  depending  on  season  and  harvest,  in  1359  it 
was  26s.  8d.  per  quarter,  in  1361  2s.  per  quarter. 

In  1351  a  farm-worker  was  paid  Id.  a  day  for  hay-making,  5d.  for  mowing  meadows 
and  2d.  for  reaping  corn  (no  meat  or  drink  included). 

A  master-carpenter  was  paid  3d.  a  day  in  1351,  4d.  a  day  in  1360,  6d.  a  day  by  1514. 
Sometimes  wages  were  paid  in  wheat. 

In  1389  a  farm  bailiff’s  yearly  wages,  together  with  his  clothing  (once  a  year  at 
most)  and  his  diet,  was  13s.  4d\,  a  cow-herd’s  was  6s.  8d.  and  dairy-woman’s  6s. 
In  1446  a  farm  worker’s  annual  wages  was  15s.,  with  3s.  4d.  allowed  for  his  clothing. 


I  have  a  small  copper  coin  with  the  inscription  non  aes  sed  fides.  What  is  it  ? 

This  will  be  one  of  the  copper  coins  of  the  Knights  of  Mata,  probably  a  1  tari ,  a  carlino 
or  a  cinquina.  The  following  Latin  inscriptions  occur  on  Maltese  coins  (taken  from 
Schembri’s  Coins  and  Medals  of  the  Knights  of  Malta) :

PUBLICATIONS  RECEIVED. 

REINFELD,  Fred.  Treasury  of  the  World’s  Coins.  New  York,  new  cheap  edition 
( revised  1955).  224  pp.,  587  illus.  in  text,  6J"x  10".  Price  14/-  (+  1/3  postage). 

This  is  an  excellent  introduction  to  coin  collecting  and  just  the  sort  of  book  to  interest  a 
youngster.  Not  only  is  it  copiously  illustrated,  but  the  author  has  chosen  his  coins  well  to 
illustrate  the  accompanying  broad  outline  of  world  history.  This  is  written  in  a  style  which 
makes  history  seem  an  exciting  subject. 

It  is  a  non-technical  book  and,  of  necessity,  is  selective.  The  specialist  will  no  doubt  find 
a  number  of  points  to  criticize:  a  Scotsman,  for  instance,  might  protest  that  Scottish  coins 
receive  scant  attention  while  Ireland  has  a  chapter  to  itself,  nevertheless  Britain  as  a  whole 
receives  more  than  its  fair  share  of  space.  It  is  a  pity  that  a  well-known  19th  century  forgery 
is  used  to  illustrate  a  Henry  VIII  testoon  when  the  other  coins  are  such  excellent  specimens. 
The  first  chapter  deals  with  how  to  collect  coins  and  an  appendix  gives  an  estimation  of  condition 
and  the  values  of  all  the  coins  illustrated. 

Altogether  it  is  exactly  the  sort  of  book  that  will  give  encouragement  to  the  beginner  who 
has  just  begun  to  savour  the  thrills  of  collecting. — P.  J.  S. 

LETTERS  TO  THE  EDITOR,  FROM  THE  PRESS,  ETC. 

Reconstruction  of  the  Nottingham  Find  of  1860.  I  am  attempting  to  reconstruct, 
as  far  as  is  now  possible,  the  contents  of  the  Nottingham  Find  of  1860,  which  consisted  of 
pennies  of  the  reigns  of  Henry  I  and  Stephen. 

If  any  of  your  readers  have  in  their  possession  or  custody  coins  which  they  have  reason  to 
believe  came  from  the  hoard,  I  should  be  extremely  grateful  to  receive  from  them  full  details 
of  the  pieces,  including  weights,  if  known,  and  die-axis  relationships.  The  pedigrees  are 
particularly  important,  together  with  any  evidence  of  provenance.  References  to  sale  cata¬ 
logues  or  other  publications,  with  supplementary  notes,  will  reduce  the  labour  of  making  long 
descriptions. 

I  should  also  be  very  pleased  to  receive  similar  details  of  Stephen  coins  struck  from  defaced 
obverse  dies,  even  if  there  is  no  direct  evidence  that  these  came  from  the  Nottingham  Find. 
A  note  of  die  identity  with  similar  published  pieces  will  be  very  helpful. — E.  W.  Danson. 

Roman  Coins  from  the  City  of  London.  (See  p.  327).  Visitors  to  the  Royal  Exchange 
will  soon  be  able  to  see  the  hoard  of  74  Roman  coins  found  a  few  weeks  ago  west  of  Bucklers- 
bury  House.  The  coins  were  hidden  before  79  a.d.  when  the  Romans  had  been  in  London 
only  about  thirty  years.  No  occurrence  is  known  to  account  for  such  a  concealment. 

The  coins  are  in  a  worn  state,  and  were  valued  by  the  British  Museum  at  only  £20.  but 
Mr.  M.  Procionski,  the  workman  who  found  them,  has  been  presented  with  £25  by  the  City 
authorities — as  an  encouragement  to  others.  He  was  working  with  hand  tools  in  a  part  of  the 
site  where  machines  could  not  operate  and  came  on  the  money  sixteen  feet  below  ground 
level. 

After  the  coins  had  been  sent  to  the  British  Museum,  the  City  claimed  them  as  treasure 
trove,  which  must  be  of  gold  or  silver,  and  must  have  been  hidden  with  the  intention  of  being 
retrieved.  James  I  and  Charles  I  granted  charters  to  the  City  giving  permission,  among 
other  things,  for  any  such  finds  to  remain  City  property  instead  of  going  to  the  Crown. — 
Birmingham  Post  ( Birmingham ),  22nd  July. 

Roman  Hoard  from  Barway,  Cambs.  While  hoeing  a  beet  field  on  New  Fordy 
Farm,  Barway,  a  farm  labourer,  Mr.  R.  Barick,  unearthed  two  Roman  coins  and  this  has  led 
to  the  discovery  of  a  hoard  of  227  coins,  some  of  them  stated  to  be  extremely  rare  and  valuable. 

Mr.  J.  G.  Pollard,  Assistant  Keeper  of  Coins  at  the  Fitzwilliam  Museum,  Cambridge, 
examined  the  hoard  at  Newmarket  (Cambs.)  Police  Station  on  Monday.  The  coins,  he  told 
the  “  Journal,”  were  “  in  beautiful  condition  ”  and  must  have  been  buried  very  soon  after 
they  were  minted.  He  admired  particularly  two  gold  ones  of  the  mid-second  century  a.d. — 
an  aureus  of  Marcus  Aurelius  (161-180)  and  another  of  Antoninus  Pius  (138-161).  As  far  as 
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he  could  tell  at  a  first  glance  the  coins — mainly  gold  and  silver,  with  one  bronze  specimen — 
constituted  a  hoard  of  the  first  and  second  centuries  a.d. 

It  was  likely  that  they  would  be  sent  to  the  British  Museum  for  further  examination  and 
classification. — Newmarket  Journal ,  4th  July. 

Hoard  of  “  barbarous  radiates  ”  from  Worthing.  Following  quickly  upon  their 
discovery  in  Mill-road,  the  2,000  Romano-British  coins,  found  three  weeks  ago  during  the 
laying  of  a  surface  water  sewer,  form  the  special  exhibit  in  Worthing  Museum  this  week. 

Some  of  these  coins — copies  of  the  coinage  issued  about  a.d.  270 — are  so  small  that  15  of 
them  can  be  placed  side  by  side  on  a  halfpenny.  The  largest  of  them  are  little  bigger  than  a 
farthing. 

Copies  such  as  these  have  been  found  on  archaeological  sites  as  early  as  a.d.  300  and  as 
late  as  the  fifth  century,  but  it  is  not  possible  to  be  sure  when  the  “  Mill-road  ”  hoard — 
found  in  parts  of  a  Roman  pot — was  buried. 

There  is  little  doubt  about  why  they  were  buried,  however.  The  reason:  an  impending 
Saxon  raid. — Worthing  Gazette  (Worthing),  16th  July. 

Anglo-Saxon  Coins  in  Russian  Find.  Street  repairers  in  Dektyany,  Byelorussia  have 
discovered  a  clay  vessel  containing  246  coins,  including  some  English  ones  minted  under  King 
Ethelred  II  (978-1016). — Daily  Worker  (London),  2nd  August.

British  N.S.  At  the  meeting  of  the  society 
held  on  June  24th,  H.  G.  Stride,  of  the  Royal 
Mint,  read  a  paper  entitled:  The  transition 
from  a  Silver  to  a  Cupro-nickel  Coinage  in 
England.  He  traced  the  rise  of  the  silver 
coinage  during  the  Middle  Ages  and  showed 
that  as  soon  as  the  gold  coinage  began  to 
play  an  important  role,  innumerable  problems 
arose  due  to  the  two  standards  being  used  at 
the  same  time.  In  1816  the  silver  coin  became 
a  token  currency,  and  in  1920  it  was  necessary 


to  reduce  the  silver  content  of  the  coin  owing 
to  the  rise  in  price  of  silver.  In  1946  the 
process  of  debasement  was  taken  to  its  logical 
conclusion  writh  the  introduction  of  the 
cupro-nickel  coinage. 

The  paper  was  followed  by  many  questions. 

Kent  N.S.  At  the  June  meeting,  held  in 
Maidstone  Museum  on  the  13th,  V.  J. 
Newbury  spoke  on  Seventeenth  Century 
Tokens.  He  concentrated  on  tokens  of 
Woolwich,  Gravesend  and  Ashford  which  cir¬ 
culated  during  the  latter  part  of  the  century, 
and  presented  details  from  contemporary 
documents  relating  to  the  men  and  women 
who  issued  them.  The  lecturer  exhibited 
tokens  of  those  towns  from  his  own  collection, 
and  showed  photographs  of  other  examples. 
Some  items  from  the  Taffs  Collection  of 
Kent  Tokens,  from  the  Museum,  were  also 
displayed.  A.  W.  Jan  exhibited  trial  pieces 
of  two  Gravesend  eighteenth  century  penny 
tokens. 
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An  exhibition  of  paper  money  followed  the 
talk.  J.  W.  Bridge  showed  an  American  note 
for  Eighty  Dollars  issued  in  1779,  and  a 
French  assignat  for  ten  livres  issued  by  the 
Republic  in  October  1792;  Mr.  Dadd,  a  note 
issued  at  Khartoum  in  1884  by  General 
Gordon,  and  signed  by  him,  also  a  voucher 
for  one  shilling  issued  at  Mafeking  in  1900 
by  Col.  R.  S.  S.  Baden-Powell;  Mr.  Grove, 
a  series  of  notes  from  Japanese-occupied 
Burma  and  Malaya.  Mr.  Guntrip  displayed 
an  album  issued  by  the  American  Bank  Note 
Co.  during  the  nineteenth  century  containing 
numerous  engravings  designed  to  adorn  their 
notes,  bonds  and  bills. 

London  N.C.  The  18th  Club  Auction 
was  held  at  St.  Bride’s  Institute,  E.C.4,  on 
Tuesday,  10th  June.  67  lots  were  offered  for 
sale,  including  some  gold,  crowns  and  medals, 
and  also  Roman  and  Byzantine.  52  lots  were 
sold,  realising  a  total  of  £18/10/6,  and  a  profit 
to  the  Club  of  £3/0/4fd. 

The  July  meeting  of  the  Club  was  devoted 
to  a  talk  by  R.  N.  P.  Hawkins  on  “  The 
Heavy  Copper  Coinage  of  Portugal.”  He 
began  his  talk  with  details  of  the  small  reals 
of  the  15th  century,  replaced  in  the  next 
century  by  large  copper  multiples  of  the  real — 
a  series  that  continued  almost  without  inter¬ 
ruption  until  1879.  In  that  year,  a  modernised 
design  was  issued  in  bronze.  A  link  with  our 
own  coinage  is  provided  by  the  modelling  of 
the  portrait  of  Maria  II  by  William  Wyon  in 
1835,  followed  by  a  complete  recoinage  based 
on  dies  engraved  by  him. 

Air.  Hawkins  went  on  to  speak  of  the  coins 
of  the  Portuguese  colonies,  in  particular  of 
Brazil,  Angola  and  the  Azores.  The  Brazilian 
issues,  with  their  characteristic  globe  symbol, 


minted  at  Lisbon  till  1805.  and  thereafter  at 
Rio  or  Bahia,  had  their  face  value  doubled  by 
counter-marking  in  1809,  but  the  old  values 
were  restored  under  the  Imperial  regime  in 
1836.  The  imperial  types,  with  the  arms  of 
Brazil,  continued  till  1889,  when  they  were 
replaced  by  bronze  under  the  Republic.  A 
feature  of  Angola  issues  was  the  use  of  the 
“  aethiop  ”  and  “  GUINEA  ”  titles.  Portuguese 
India  had  dumpy,  crudely  designed,  coins  of 
copper,  tin  or  lead  till  1880,  when  they  were 
replaced  by  bronze. 

Full  and  clear  details  were  given  of  the 
numerous  variations  of  titling,  design,  size 
and  value  of  all  these  series.  Mr.  Hawkins’ 
talk  formed  a  useful  guide  to  an  intricate 
subject  not  very  fully  treated  outside  Portu¬ 
guese  publications. 

Wessex  N.S.  The  July  meeting  of  the 
society  was  held  at  St.  Peter’s  Hall,  and  was 
devoted  to  an  exhibition  of  members’  coins. 

This  annual  event  is  very  popular,  and 
gives  an  opportunity  for  the  Society  to  see 
and  discuss  coins  which  members  have 
acquired,  in  most  cases  during  the  past  year. 
F.  Brooks,  who  presided,  gave  an  eloquent 
description  of  the  Sir  John  Evans’  medal. 
An  interesting  item  by  a  member  were  coins 
connected  with  the  various  Invasions  of 
Britain,  from  the  Roman  period  to  William  I, 
and  all  were  associated  with  Wessex.  Nearly 
all  collectors  present  had  something  to  display. 
Fine  selections  of  Roman  and  Greek  coins, 
Continental  silver  and  colonial  gold,  Crimea 
medals,  countermarked  dollars,  and  love 
tokens.  The  whole  field  of  numismatics  was 
well  represented,  and  the  enthusiasm  of  those 
present  made  an  excellent  contribution  to  a 
successful  evening.
